Syncronized Fire 

Alarm System for 

Main Line 

Conflicts to be Avoided by 
New Plan 



Plans lire rapidly maiming for :i new 
fire iiliirm system^ designed to syn- 
cronio till' work of the entire Main 
Line, ami to speed up the re|H>rting 
of fires. 

On Tuesday night of this week, the 
regular monthly meeting of the Nar- 
berth Fire Company was helil in Kim 
Hall. Routine business was conducted, 
and a eonmiittee appointed ti art with 
the Lower Morion authorities in the 
formation of the new plans. 

This committee, composed of Presi- 
dent of Council W. H. i>. Hall, Bur- 
gess Carl B. Met/.ger, and Charles V. 
Noel, Chief of the Fire Company, at 
tended a meeting on Wednesday night 
at the Township l.eadquartci at Aid- 
more, with the. Lower Mer on Fire, 
Light and Water Committee. 

The plans, as disrlosed at the meet- 
ing, call for a central alarm system for 
the entire Main Line. Mr. Gill, Gen- 
eral Traffic Manager of the Bell Tele- 
phone Company, presented plans where- 
by direct lines would lie laid from the 
three central telephone offices— Ard- 
inore, Bryn Mawr, and Bnla-Cynwyd — 
to fho Police Headquarters at Ardmore. 

I'nder this plan, in case of an alarm 
of fire at any point in the district, 1he 
person calling would lie connected im- 
mediately with the Police Headquarters, 
where the man on duty would glance at 
n chart, select the nearest company, 
and plug in on that line. The alarm 
would then be set off automatically, 
and no time would he lost in getting 
under way. 

There are five companies in the dis- 
trict-; and there is' often '.contusion in 
deciding which company to call. The 
result has been duplication of effort, 
avoidable delays, and dissatisfaction. 

The Lower Merion committee unani- 
mously voted to report the plan favor- 
ably at the next meeting of tlu- Town- 
ship 'Commissioners, and it seems most 
probable that the new arrangements 
will be promptly approved, and that 
the plan will be put in operation. 

"When this is done, information on 
its workings will be given in these 
columns. This improvement will be an- 
other big step forward in the securing 
of first class protection in all parts of 
the Main Line.

Council has not yet. signed the en- 
tract for the paving of parts of Con- 
way, Stuart and Price Avenues, be- 
cause of the objections raised by cer- 
tain i -f the property owners to the 
large increase over the former figures. 

When bids were solicited last, fall, the 
lowest bid was approximately $1H,<HMI 
for the work. The- absence of an or- 
dinance made necessary a delay, and u 
request for new bids, and the lowest of 
the new series was about $17,0(1(1. The 
successful bidder was the Union Pav- 
ing Company, of Philadelphia. 

Though it is generally felt that there 
is little likelihood of a reduction in 
prices for years to come. Council plans 
to discuss the advisability of proceeding 
at their committee meetings next Wed- 
nesday night. It is becoming increas- 
ingly urgent that the work be done, 
but if the price is felt to he prohibi- 
tive, further delay may become neces- 
sary.

To Call Builders in 
Conference 



Council Forming New 
Building Code for Nar- 
berth 

Narberth Borough Council is now 
engaged in an entire revision of the 
Building Code. The work is not simp- 
ly an amendment of the recently re- 
vised code, but the writing of a brand 
new document. 

It was but a few months ago that, 
extensive/ changes were made to con- 
form with the recommendations of the 
Fire Inilervvriters. Irregularities and 
points of confusion have been found 
since that time, and Council feels that 
a new code will he necessary for com- 
plete fairness and satisfaction. 

I'nder the direction of President 
Hall, the new code has been drafted, 
anil is now being multigraphed. A 
copy of Ihe document will be sent, not 
only to the Borough Oflicinls, but also 
to every builder, carpenter, contractor, 
etc. doing work in the Borugh. 

These men will then carefully ex- 
amine the code which will be mailed 
early next week, and will be asked to

To the Kditor of "Our Town": 

I noticed with interest the comments 
on the Y. M. *'. A. building. In my 
judgment the simplest thing to do 
would be to sell the building and use 
the proceeds to build on the new play- 
ground, where a building could be 
erected to acconiniodate a first-class 
reading room — a ready room where 
enough light may be had night and 
day, and sufficient quiet for the stu- 
dents and readers. In the Y. M. ('. A. 
building it is quite imiMissible to read 
anywhere in the big vestibule where 
the so-called reading room is located. 

Also a large h-ill on the gTound floor 
for public meetings and entertainments 
would be decidedly safer than anything 
we have now. 1 always fear a Boyers- 
tnwn catastrophe when any of my young 
folks, attend functions at cither one of 
our two halls — one of which does not 
even have a fire escape I helieve, and 
the other one has a fire escape entirely 
inadequate to handle excited children. 

The amount of money that the V. M. 
('. A. building would bring, would easily 
build a Library, as well as a large 
meeting hall and gymnasium "in one'' 
nerhaps. It might he possible for part 
of the necessary funds to be secured 
by the use of the moirey collected for 
a Memorial, including a suitable mem- 
orial in the plans. 

We have plenty of good financial 
talent in Narberth who could possibly 
improve upon these suggestions for 
instance, it may be. feasible ttfitt we 
could retain the Y. M. C. A, and turn 
the "entire building" into" sabre's.' The. 
vacant lot adjoining the Y. M. C. A., 
which I believe is part of the property, 
could also he built upon, putting the 
entire premises into use. I believe this 
could be conducted as a Borough en- 
terprise, but rf not, it certainly could 
he sold to a good advantage, and the 
funds derived from this sale could be 
used to better advantage on the new 
I'layground.

wrappings', and how we. celebrated by 
Bending nte , intrt 'Wayhlrid, 14' miles 
down tire creek beds,, to (etch back 



some good things to keep those jellies 
company; how I got back at dark (23 
miles both ways and how we had the 
grandest party you ever sawy witht 
beefsteak for the meat-enters, with your 
chdli sauce stuff, and jelly galore for 
everybody. We purchased' a lettuce, 
and each had a leaf, and we put more 
of your chili sauce stuff on each leaf 
and made salad. 

The day before yesterday 1 took the 
horse again and rode out to Wayland 
and took the train, and yesterday I 
arrived here in Cincinnati,, where 1 
am going to stay for maybe a month, 
and take a vacation. In the meantime 
I am going to try to plan out a new 
mountain school, and if ever it comes 
into being 1 will eend you a pieture of 
it. 1 have left my oil-stove at Oaney, 
ready for nie when 1 return, and the 
girls are all very busy using it. 

As for the sterno! Whoever told 
you how much we wanted one o' them 
things' I left the oil stove in the 
mountains, but the sterno is right here 
with me, in case anything happens to 
it, and when I go back to the moun- 
tains, hack it goes with me. 

It so happened that I have a Bible. 
I was thinking of writing you before 
doing anything with the one I sent, 
hut I felt sure you wouldn't mind. 1 
sent it, on horseback, to a little tiny 
log-cabin school that has no library 
:it all, and no Bible. All the eight 
grades in that school are taught by one 
teacher, and he was very glad to get 
it. Hi'nce it w<is more useful than it 
uould have been to me. If it had been 
any different T 'd have kept it myself, 
hut I looked inside, and found that 
it's got the same stories in as mine. 

It is very hot in Cincinnati, and 1 
ain beginning to wish I were already 
hack in the mountains, but 1 have to 
do a lot of city work before 1 go back. 
I just wish you oould see the little 
mountain children. They don't have 
any floors to their houses, some of 'cm 
just earth, good and hard, and some 
of them eat off the floor just like hogs. 
Some of the houses don't have any 
windows — just holes, and some don't 
even have the holes. Although I have 
learnt to love the mountains very 
much, I can tell you, it seems good to 
be in a city for a little while. 

I have lots of horses to ride in thf 
mountains, and very, very good horses, 
too. You can hire one for a whole day 
for a dollar. 

Well, goodbye, and again, many many 
thanks for the box. I have heaps jf 
family and friends, but the' 



are the only ones who thought to do 
such a kind thing for me. 

When you are away in the wilder- 
ness, and have no ice cream, no movies, 
no trains, you appreciate a big heavy 
box more than anything else, I can tell 
yon. Love to everybody.
